Depntatlons From' the Board of Trade 
and YarfonB Societies Tendier 
Tbelr Welcome. 



I be Governor-General and Conutess 
of Aberdeen Address Two ThonS' 
and School Children. 



Arrangements for Eutertainiiifir tbe 
Distinguished Guests During: 
Their Stay ia Victoria. 

!Ehe Governor-General and the Countoas 
of ^^kecdeen spent Sunday quietly, and it 
masb have been somewhat of a relief after 
the fu'tigues of the preosding week. In the 

morning the vluo-regal party attended aer- 
vico at Christ church Cathedral, when tho 
oormon Wda preached by HIahop Porrin. 

In tho afternoon His lOxoollency by ro- 
queat attended at tho regular Sunday meet- 
ing of tho Y.M.C.A , and, after tho usual 
address, spoke a few words to the members 
and supporters of the work. Under tho 
management of Mr. W. Hell, chairman of 
the reception committee of tho assooiatlon, 
tho hall had been docorotod and arranged 
for its full seating capacity. At -1 o'clock 
Hie Excellency aocomijaniod by Lieutenant- 
Governor Dewdeey and Bishop Perrin 
arrived at tho association buildiog, and was 
met by Dr. Lowia Hall, president of the 
aSBOoiation, Mr. T. M. Henderaoa, ex pre- 
sident, and General Secretary Carter. His 
Exoollonoy woa escorted to tho library, 
whore the members of the board of directors 
and putters were inlrcduocd, after which lie 
was escorted to the platform, followed by 
Lieutenant-tiovcrnor Duvvduey, tho board of 
directors of the usaociation and the pastors 
of tbe difTeront churohes. General Seo- 
rotary Cjitter conducted the service. 
Mr. J. G. Brown led tlie singing 
The meeting opened with tbe singing of 
" Onward ! Christian Soldiers," followed by 
prayer by Rev. T. Baldwin. " When the 
niiats have rolled away " was next auny, 
followed by Scripture reading, Roman Xll, 
by Bishop Perrin. Rev. J. D. P. Knox 
then eavo a short address on tbe subject, 

Sotting Sail." The President, Dr. Lewis 
Hall, having called on Lieut, -Governor 
De'wdncy to introduce Uia Excellency, His 
Honor said it gave him great pleasure to bo 
present and to have the honor of introduc- 
ing' His Excellency, who really needed no 
ititroduotion to such an audience aa ho and 
his consort were so well known in aaaoeia- 
tionaof this kind and kindred organizitiona, 
IIu trusted every man present was a mem- 
ber of tho aaaociation, and if not all ouglit 
to bo. 

The Governor-General on rising was 
warmly greeted by the large oonciurse. He 
said be was glad to bu present under tho 
auspices of so well known and useful an 
organte&tlon as tho Y.M.C A. Had he 
corneas a private individual and not ua a 
pubtio ofhotal, if he had brought a letter 
from any general seoretary of any of the 
Young Men'a Christian Associationa of the 
world to the secretary at Victoria, he would 
have been euro of as cordial a welcome as he 
had received in bis official oapaoity. 
Such places were needed for young 
men, where they may find whole- 
some companionships.. He believed 
in tho physical as well as the religious work 
of tho association — in tho gymnasium which 
he supposed the association had. (In say- 
ing this His Excellency turned to Gen 
oral Secretary Carter implying the question, 
which was answered in the affirmative.) 
There were three principal things he had 
heard that were leading young men astray — 
the saloon, gambling and fleshly lust. Of 
the first, it was to be regretted that ib bad 
the foroe of fashion, an4 that many yonng 
men would rather face the cannon's mouth 
than rofuHO to take a drink when asked, bo- 
oauBO of tho sneer that would follow a ro- 
fuaal ; but ho appealed to the youug men to 
be strong and rtfuan to take that which 
would harm them. Of Iho othor two evils 
Ilia Excellency B[ioke in very clear and do 
cidtd terms, eiipeoially of the latter, warn- 
ing tho young men of tho fearful conso- 
quencea that would follow if they grutilied 
their llealily luata. He wished such orguni- 
zatioiia M'ould take a deeper interest in moral 
and other rcforma, so that a deeper in- 
teroBt would be taken in matters pertain- 
ing lo our country's welfaro by clean men. 

"All Hail tho Power of Jibub' Xamo " 
was then sung and tho liencdictlon pro 
nouiiced. Hib ICxcolleocy remained in the 
hall for a oonaiderabln ti'iiii, during whicli 
opportunity waa given to many to bo intro- 
duced. After aaying a fow worda to the 
Hoys' Brigade, ho mado a tour of the rooms 
and expressed himself as well pleased with 
them. 

In tho evening, service was attended ut 
the First Presbyterian church, where ropre- 
aontativoa of the managers of tho church 
met tho Governor-Genoral and the Counteaa 
ot Abordeoii at tho door and oacorted them 
to their aeata. The ordinary plain aervioo 
wua given. Rev. Dr. Campbell preaching. 

THEBUAKDUF TRADE 

ITesenti An Address Dealing With the Be- 
sources and Commerce of the Province. 

Yesterday was a very busy day for the 
Governor-General and the Countess of Ab- 
erdeen. The morning was entirely taken 
up with receiving and replying to addresses 
from deputations; the afternoon vta devoted 
to meeting the pnblio school ohildren at tbe 
drill hall, and afterwards the Countess of 
Aberdeen opened the Alexandra ladies' club. 
The St. Andrew's and Caledonian concert 
came in the evening. 

At eleven o'clock in tbe forenoon tbe mem- 
bera of tho British Columbia Board of Trado 
drove to Government House, where they 
were rocoivod in the ball room by the Gov- 
ornor-Ooncral and tbe Countess of Aber- 
deon, tho Llontenanb-Governor being also 
present. 

Mr. A. C. Flumerfelt, president; of the 
board, read tho following address, which 
wna wrilton on vellum and enclosed in a 
handsome morocco cover ; 
" To His ExosUonoy tho Right Jlonorablo 
Sir John Campbell Hamilton Gordon ; 
Viscount Formartiuo ; Lord Haddo, 
Methlia, Tarvis oud Kellie ; Yiecount 
Gordon of Aberdeen ; Baronet of IS ova 
Scotia; KsrUf Aberdeen, P 0, LL.. D., 
etc., etc., Governor-General of tbe Dom- 
inion of Canada and Vice-Admiral of 
tho samo. 

" Mav It Plkask Your Kxckllknciy :— 
.'\We, the membert of , tho ,Brlttih Col' 



umbia Board of Trade, desire to take ad 
vantage of tho opportunity afforded by your 
presence in our city to express our dovotioa 
to the person of Her Most Gracious Majesty 
and our loyalty to her throne, and to ex- 
tend tcyoursolf ard your honored Countess 
a'moat dcOrdial welcome to tho capital of the 
most Western, and largest provinoo of tbe 
Dominion, oyer whose destinies, aidsd by 
your oonstitutional advisers, you now pre- 
side. 

"The magnitude of tho territory com- 
prising this great Dominion, the vastncaa of 
her rcaourooa, her responsible government 
institutions, and the genius and enterprise 
of her people, all point to this Canada of 
ours taking a most prominent po.ilion in 
the Greater Britain in which tho prestige 
and glcrioue traditiona of the mother em- 
pire ahall iu tho future have their fullest 
development. 

' Whilo nj-jioing in being a portion of 
the groat Canadian federation, wo yet in a 
special degree take pride iu our Provinoo of 
Hritibh Colunibta ; iu tho grandeur of its 
flccnory, the excellonco of its climalo, and 
t\ imm!>CBtty of our natural resources. 

" With a deep recognition of the deference 
which your couHtilulional advisers attach to 
your matured judgment, and with u full as- 
aunnco of your well wishes towards this 
Province, wo v.'ould on the present ocoaaion 
depart from what may be tho usual routino 
of a merely congratulatory address and 
t'xko advantage of your presence to express 
ourselves on some matters of provincial 
moment, with the hope that any aubjeota 
touched upon and requiring attention will 
meet with your kind consideration. 

Statistical roturna ahow that thia Pro- 
vince contributes por capita to the Dominion 
revenue a larger amount than doea any other 
province of the federation ; also that the 
port of Victoria, in volume of contribution 
to the Dominion ezohequer, from inland 
venue and customs sonroes, ranks third 
highest among the ports of tbe entire Do- 
minion. 

It is to be hoped that these oironm- 
stauces will ever have the consideration of 
tho central Government when pnblio ,,exp6n- 
ditures are being appropriated. 

"Situated at tho extrem5> weatern portion 
of tho Dominion, Victoria is naturally the 
first port reached by ateamera coming from 
the Paeili.T ocean, and the last port puaaed 
by outward bound voaaela. Desirable aa it 
may bo that aubeidita of public moniea be 
granted in order to foater tho commerce of 
tho Dominion, it ia also important that no 
injustice bo done to any section of our coun- 
try when such asaistanoo is given. In 
view of this, and of the supremaoy 
in provincial commerce, it ia to be 
hoped thit this port will have tho juatico 
extended to it of being recognized as a port 
of call, and that our port's rights bo duly 
protected in any existing and in all future 
subaidizod contracts. At preaonb aome 
ateamahip lines receiving subsidies merely 
Okll in passing but do not berth for the land- 
ing of cargo and passengers, whilo other 
steamehip lines not in receipt of subaidica 
afford greater facilities for commerce with 
thia port. 

" 'Thia board has made roproaontations 
through tho proper channels asking that the 
Postmoator General give instructions that 
mails to and from tho Orient be forwarded 
by steamers othor than those at present sub- 
sidiiod to carry mails, whenever tbe differ- 
ence in the sailing dates of the two lines of 
steamers now on' the route would ensure 
quicker despatob, which would frequently 
occur ; and as » frequent and efficient mail 
service ia an Important factor In the devel- 
opment of trade^'it'is to' be hoped that the 
suggested improvement in tbe mail service 
with the Orient will be oarried ont. 

"The recent Paris arbitration on the 
Bebring sea fnr seal fisheries dispute, with 
its suooessfnl issne, fnrotshes another pre- 
cedent for an international oourt of arbitra- 
tion, {which alike the well being of na- 
tions and the interests of humanity demand 
should be permanently establiahed. 

" An increasing interest is now being 
taken in our deep sea fisheries, and enter- 
priaos have been formed to ship fresh hali- 
but, cod and other tiah to the Eastern mar- 
keta in large (luantitiea. Your interest with 
your constitutional advisers is rctjueated to 
aid, by survoya of tiahing grounds and other- 
wise, in the further reaping of tho harvest of 
food wealth from our provincial waters. 

" The mining industries of the province 
are perhaps of p»ramount importance. Tho 
excellent quality of our coal ia univereally 
rccogniz-3d, the productive measures are 
practically inexhauatible and the output is 
yearly increasing. Mining in the precious 
metals ia being proaocuied with vigor 
backed by c pital, and in tho near future 
the gold fields of Cariboo promise to exceed 
their former famous prestige, whilo tho de- 
velopment in tho Kooteuay diatrict bids fair 
to reveal a silver wealth that will rival tho 
rioheat experiences of the mines of Nevada. 
It is lo bo hoped that the Dominion govern- 
ment will foater tho development of our 
mineral resouroes in every poaaiblo manner, 

" The floods which recently inundated 
some lands of the Fraser River valley 
brought out in a marked degree the energies 
of tho suEferers in their efforts to combat the 
disaster. It is hoped that a well oonsidored 
scheme for the future protection of these 
lands will be inaugurated and oarried to 
completion under the , joint, auspioes of the 
Dominion and the Provincial governments. 

" Considering the vast area of this pro- 
vince, it is necessary for its development 
that wo receive itnmigrantc of A snitable 
class. In view of tho rights of the province, 
an immigration bureau should, we under- 
atand, be maintained by the Dominion gov- 
ernment ; but as this ia not now being done 
wo would suggest that aonio apooial allow- 
anon tor such purpoao bo given to tho pro- 
vincial governmont, which haa instituted a 
system of placing scttlora on the land. 

"Tho extensive seaboard ttH'jrdod by 
Vancouver lalaud and the Mainland of tho 
province suggeata special attention tolighta, 
beacons and buoys, so as lo safeguard aa far 
as possible the lives of passengers and tho 
intercats of tho Imperial navy and of com- 
moroo, and it is to bo hoped that coutinuomi 
vigilance will bo cxcrciaed in aecuriug oili> 
ciency in thoeo ncccaaitiea. 

"Tbe importance and desirability of an 
insolvenoy act haa been generally recognized 
throughout tho entire Dominion, and wo 
trust that tho legislation dealing with this 
subject which, was introduced into tho Son- 
ale last session, will ere long result in an 
act whioh will meet the exigencies of trade. 

" Railways must ever be prominent fac- 
tors in opening np tbia provinoe alike to 
mining and to agrioultnra During the past 
few years considerable railway construction, 
in the limited way of short lines, has takon 
place in the provinoe. Much, however, re- 
quires to be done in railway building to 
opon up to sottlement great stretches of 
country now lying watte, and we trust that,

Alexander III Eulogized in tbe Hnn- 
srariau Diet— Loyalty to 
Nicholas II. 



St. Fbtbrsbubq, Nov, 5,— In response to 
tbe mesaage of condolence and sympathy 

sent to tbe Czirina by President Casimir- 
Porior, of Franco, her majesty to-day 
caused tho following to bo telegraphed to 
him : "Accept my porsoaal thanks for the 
cordial sympathy you have shown me in my 
cruel sorrow." 

The Czar telegraphed as follows to the 
municipal council of Caen : "Russia thanks 
you for your good wishes. Ba aaaured that 
1 have inherited from my beloved forefather 
aympathiea for France " 

The Prince and Prinocaa of Wales will 
acoiimpauy the Imperial party on the way to 
St. Petersburg. It ia likely the body will 
be taken to Sebastopol icatead of Odessa, 
and there be transferred to the Moscow 
train. Moscow will be reaohed probably on 
the 11th inatant, and St. Petersburg on the 
L'iih. The Imperial family will accompany 
It from tho beginning to the end of the 

t'ourney. The intention of exposing the 
tody in Llvadia yestsrday was abandoned 
because the prooess of embalming ib had not 
been finbhed, lb is said to have been neces- 
sary to summon more embalmers from Mos- 
cow and Charokoff. When ready the body 
will be placed in a chapel. 

There are rumors of a police order to close 
the vodka shops in the towns along the 
route of tho funeral train, and Its enforce- 
ment ia aaid to have oauacd serious trouble 
in several districts. 

Tho goldsmiths of St, Petersburg and 
Moscow have received innumerable orders 
lor gold and silver memorial crowns and 
crosaes. General Vannowaki, minister of 
ar and an olUcer under the late Czir at 
the capture of Buatohuk, has ordered a sil- 
ver crown '2-1 inches in diameter. The in- 
scription ia to be: "To tho Chief of tho 
army of Rustchuk from tho Chief of his 
BtaQ." Vannoweki has obtiined permission 
to place this crown on tho I'Impcror's tomb. 

The Czar, replying to expressions of loy- 
alty passed by tbe senate, says he is assured 
of the loyalty of thab body and its aid in 
carrying out the policy of his lamented fa- 
ther. 

Bfrlin', Nov. 5. — The Emperor attended 
aervice for the repose of thoaoiil of tho late 
Czar in the chapel of tbe Russian embassy 
to-day. 

Vienna, Nov. 5. — In the lower house of 
the Hungariandiet to-day, Herr Chlnmotsky 
delivered an eulogy upon tbe lato Czir. 
Herr Lewakouski (Pole] demanded a tight 
to answer Gblnmetsky, but was howled 
down. 

Fabis, Nov. 5;— In the chamber of 
deputies to-day » letter was read from 
]^emier Dnpuy announcing thab tbe govern- 
ment had forwarded to £mperor Niimolas a 
message of ocndolenoe. The ohsmber then 
adjourned until to-morrow ont of respeob to 
the late Cz«r. 

New York, Nov. 5 — Borif Burok, 
brother-in-law of tho Russian minister of 
finance, Zoigo Weittee, arrived yesterdi y 
on tho French lino steamer La Bourgogne 
He sailed from Havre before the death of 
tho Czir, and hoard about it at tjuarantine. 
He said ho was much BlincUcd, as he had 
been led to believe by bulletina in Paris nine 
days ago that the Czar was improving. Ho 
aaid he knew the Czar personally. His 
euccepsor, Mr. Burok eays, is much like his 
father, and will purnuo his father's policy of 
trying to prnaervo the peace of Europe. 

Londo.s-, Nov, o. — In aninterviuw to-day, 
Volhoweki, the nihiliat leader, agreed with 
tho atatements made by .Stepniak yeaterday. 
Ho aaid ; 

"I do not regard tho personality of the 
Czar as of great importinco at the present 
moment. I am convinced thot the upheaval 
of political spirits in Russian society is such 
that no Czar will be able to stop coming 
events. If the Czar wants to show a new 
policy, the first thing he has to do is to 
grant amnesty to the political prig- 
oners now in Siberia and elsewhere. 
Tho platform of opposition in 
KuHHia ia estentlally drawn from ' 
that which prevailed during the second half 
of the reign of Alexander III. To-day all 
pirtica arc revnlulionists, including tbe ex- 
tremists. They have one common convic- 
tion : Russia muet have a representative 
government. I expect that aome govern- 
ment ofTioialB and officers of high ronk, who 
aro among the rovolutiouiats, will nao their 
personal iniliienco willi the young Cziir, and 
ahow him that if ho wan:9 to enjoy im- 
munity from attackfl and go through tho 
atreets liko (Jueen Victnriii, lio has only to 
become a const itutionul monarch. Why 
should tho now O.ir die of worry like his 
father."

His Exocllenoy replied :

last annual exhibition. 

" It was a matter of deep regret that tho 
exhibition could not be postponed, to en- 
able us to avail ouraolvos of the privilege of 
your presence, but postponement was im- 
posaible,owlng to the difficulty in assuring a 
largo oolleotion of agricultural exhibits lato 
in the season. 

" Tho objects of thia association aro to 
ODCourago tho cultivation of the soil, and the 
gooeral development of the agricultural 
resources Of the province, to foster every 
branch of mechanioal and honsehold arts, 
and to afifjrd to.all industries the opportun- 
ity to intelligently demonstrate the capabili- 
ties of this province.

" The asaoolation ulao dosiro to cxproea to 
Your Excellency their higii appreciation of 
the practical intereet you have taken in tho 
developmenb of the agricultural poaaibilitios 
of this provinoo, ond hope that whatever 
may bo Your Exoellonoy's plans for tho fu 
ture, the benefits may accrue as largely to 
yourself as the practicalness of your eiTorts 
baa already benefitted tho provinoo. 

" The diaastroua flood which inundated a 
largo area of fertile land on bho Eraser, and 
a coniprehcnaivo eyabem of reclamabion be- 
ing necessary to enaure aafety and perman- 
enco to that portion of tho provinoo, and its 
aucceeaful cultivation, which would tend to 
bho material prosperi'y of the province, 
lead us to, humbly request Your Exoellonoy's 
good offices with your constitutional advis- 
ors bo recommend federal co-operation in 
Buch work. 

" Tho Urge area of unoultivabod land in 
bhls proviuca ofTera a valuable field bo emi- 
gration, but the knowledge of the difficulties 
abtaohiog to the first few years of settle- 
ment leads us to hope that the federal gov- 
ernment may enconrage the occupancy of 
vacant tends by such legislation as will be 
oondnolve to an ' early settlement of the 
DominioD lands within this .province. 

"We would again respectfully express 
oar high appreciation of the privilege you 
have afibrded ue, and we hope that at no dis- 
tant date we may again have the honor of 
welcoming yonrself and your countess, of 
whom all Canadians are justly proud.

The Governor-General's reply was as fol- 
lows ! 

" Your Honor, Mr. President and Gentle- 
men : 

" 1 thank yon sincerely for this address 
with its loyal sentiments and kindly ntter- 

ancee, and I can assure you that I recognize 
very heartily the great importance of the 
objects of your association and the valuable 
services which it cannot fail to render in 
support of the developqient of the great in- 
terests here referred to. While It Is evident 
that your operationa are of a very compre- 
lionsivo character, I quite understand that 
the title of your association in itself Indi- 
oabes that the promotion of agriculture in the 
full sense of tne word is the paramount and 
predominant purpose of your society. I re- 
joice to obsorvo thia, because, of courae, while 
not uuderratiog tho groat value and import- 
ance of various other departments of enter- 
prieo, I ro^ard tho industry of agriculture aa 
'c.hc funduiiicntul and tho backbone industry 
of Buuh a country us thia. Tlie reuaons for 
that opinion I might support by varioua oh- 
aervaliono, but 1 ihink in uddreeeing a ao- 
oioly reprceHntinu agricul'uru such obaerva- 
tions v/ould bo rather like " carrying coals 
to Nowc-iallo. " 1 iliiuk the very fact of 
yo'ir orguiiizition indicutea how very fully 
you recogtii/.ij tho iiiimenac value of tho do- 
partineut of industry which you represent 
liorn to-diy. luulico with great auliafao- 
tiou v/hat you mention regarding the exhi 
bitiou held hero not long ago. It was a 
o .uao of great regret to myself und I^ady 
Aljordeon thut wo were not/ ublo to bo pro- 
Hout on that ooosBion, but I road with much 
intcreat the accounts of lb which appeared in 
the nowspuiiera of the province, including 
thu desoi iption of tho very appropriate open- 
ing by His Honcr .the Lieut. -Go vornor on 
that occasion, When speaking of the com- 
prehensive obaraoter of various departments 
of ugrloultura I cannot hulp wishing bo refer 
to what aro aoinetiinea oallud ita minor pro- 
duabs. That perhaps ia nub a very aoourabe 
dealgnatlou when we consider the large 
ahare which the rearing of poultry and the 
prodaots of the dairy have In the sucoessful 
working of the farm, I do not know how 
it Is In this country, but in the country from 
which I come, namely Scotland, there haa 
been a disposiblon on bho part of many 
farmers to uuderrato tho importance of these 
departmenta. I think becnuao it ia gener- 
ally loft to thu farui'ira' wives to look after 
them, 

" Gruiti iind aattle aro not ao prolitublo in 
Ihcao duya ua could ho wished, Ou the 
other Imtid, us far aa I can leuru, and I have 
been gathering as much information us I can 
on these eubjcota sinco I oumo to Canada, 
thoro ia lor dairy produce of the boat; kind a 
very good market. Wo have all hoard of 
the great impetus whioh baa been given to 
the manufaotuie aud export of cheese from 
the Dominion during the last fow years and 
also of the - formation' of creamoriea and 
cheese factcrlu, tho results of which have 
been in many oaaes very saliafaotory. I 
am sure that no little urudit in 
this matter must, be attributed to 
Profosaor Robertson, of the Dominion 
experimental farm at Ottawa. I have 
recently bad tbe.oppprbunlty of accompany- 
lag him during tDs~ <Mcurrence of some

farmers' conferenceo. in the Maritime Pro- 
viuoes, and I noticed the interest evoked on 
these oooasions and the practical manner in 
whioh Professor Robertson was able to ex- 
pound his views and make suggestions re- 
garding these industries. I allude to bhis 
because I learn — in faot I heard it from him- 
self a fow days ago — thab ho intenda to 
come to thip province nexb spring. I aia- 
cerely hope thut he will meit with en- 
onurpgemeub from the professional agricul- 
turiats of this portion of the Dominion. I 
do cob at all say thab what is suitable for 
the Maritime Provinces will be suitable. for 
tbisTr'ovInoe, butall I -wish to point out is 
that a hrge extension ' In- the ' matter of 
profitable dairy firming might be made. 
And as to poultry, if I may go atones into a' 
detail, lam lold that fresh eggs in .this city 
will average .at least fifty ^iisents a'db^en. ■ X 
am a bit of a pioultry farmer myself, though 
in thia cane also the farmer's wife is the 
party chiefly interested,' (Laughter.) Some 
lime ago we started a pcultry farm at our 
home in Aberdeen, and one result at any 
rate is that a great improvement has been 
made in the poultry of that locality. Thoro 
ia no doubt when one person aims high in 
the matter of poultry, or anything else in 
funning, thab such action ia likely to benefit 
that person's neighbors in tho long run, 

" 1 must not go into details, bub will aim 
ply express a confident hope that more and 
moro aucoesa will crown your eirjrta to pro- 
mote tho grout induatry whioli you ropre 
sent, I ahull certainly look forward to aeo- 
ing flomothingof the rcault of euch clforta at 
aome future agricultural exhibition. 

" I must thank you onco more on behulf of 
Lady Aberdeen aud myeolf for coming hero 
to-duy und thus munifeuting thut loyalty und 
public spirit which are an eminently chur- 
acturistio of bhu Dominion as a whole and of 
no part of it more than British Columbia 
and the city of 'Victoria."

" In odding our tribute to ihoao you have 
already received on your journey aoroaa tho 
continent, we feel that you have olaima on 
the gratitude of our countrymen that can 
never bo repaid. At thia time our minds 
revert to the esteem and roverenco in which 
yon wore held by bhe Irish people during 
your residence in the Emerald Isle as thu 
representative of Her Most Gracious Ma 
jesty Queen 'Victoria, 

" In this connection, we desire to refer 
to the many well directed eflTorts of Lady 
Aberdeen for the relief of the distressed 
Irish -peaaanti^, for tbe advancement of edu- 
cation and the encoaragement of industry. 
To these ends she has devoted her powerful 
ioflnence, and generous aid, the benefits of 
which will be banded down to future gen- 
erations, as the efforts of an earnest and do- 
voted life, the lessons of whose noble char- 
acter will ever remain for the guidance of 
our people, at home and abroad. 

" \Vo feel that tho preaenco of your Ex- 
cellencies in Canada muat go a long way in 
the direction of advancing tho cause of God 
and humanity, and we, therefore, hail you 
nob only as tho true and honeat friends of 
bhe land of our nativity, but also as bhe 
friends of tho land of our adoption. 

" In conolusion, wo bender you on behalf 
of our socieby Caed Mille Failthe from the 
depth of our hearts, and trust yon may, long 
be spared to reali/.s the results of your good 
and noble works.

Of course Irish peoplo aro everywhere aud 
in thia way wherever wo huvo gone wo huvo 
in eonio aenso como in cuntuot with them, 
but alwaya in thia sonao, namely, as the re- 
cipients of wurm-hourted and gonial 
manifestations. You can understand, 
bhorofore, Ibut ull this only increases 
tho autiefuotion with which Ludy Aberdeen 
and I once moro huvo a proof of thia prevail- 
ing ohuraoteriitio and uoblo diapoaition of 
your countrymen. lb ia a charaoterialio 
which I regard as nob only r^HBoting oredib 
on themselves but one which may well be 
taken note of by statesmen and those having 
the conduct of affairs. You allude In kindly 
terms to Lady Aberdeen's efforts ia the pro- 
motion cf Irish home industries. Gentle- 
men, the more I watch that movement- the 
more assured I am of its far-reaching in- 
fluence. Obviously, II we provide for the 
Indnitrles of the people a market, we ob- 
tain for them a comprehensive benefit not 
only in the means of providing oomiorta for 
the.'n. bub also indirectly in the promotion 
of energy, thrift and self-reliance. Wo 
huvo abundant reason to beliove bhab bhu 
Irish Induatries Aanociation haa been con- 
ferring those bonefita upon thoso whom it is 
designed to help. Thia auocesa ia duo on 
tho ono hand, no doubt, to tho auatained 
und oarneat efTorb — in other worda, good 
hard work, to which you refer on tho part 
of tho founder aud preaidont of tho uoso- 
oiution, and on tho other hand to tho 
hearty and oharuotoristioally disnriminuting 
recognition on tho part of tho Iriah people 
regarding the practical valuo and Importanci 
of the movement, I join with you in con- 
gratulation on tho suooees of this organizi- 
tion, whioh, I truat, is bo exbend mora and 
moro. Wo havo all hoard of the Irish vil- 
Ingo at Chioago. That was not established 
without muoh trouble. I must ask Lady 
Aberdeen to prompt mo as to the exaob sum 
sent to Ireland, because, although I have 
been told tho amount . before now, I havo 
forgotten It. Tho sum of (100,000 for tho 
benefit of an industrious peasantry, L»dy 



Aberdeen informe mo, waa the result of that 
enterprise. But I muab not allow myaelf to 
be led by tho intereab of the subject into 
making prolonged remarks. I will only, on 
Lady Aberdron's bohalf and my own, express 
our thanks for this beautiful address and 
for your action in thus coming forward on 
the present occasion on hehalt of your so- 
ciety, which we appreciate all the more be- 
cause of the admirably cothprehensive and 
united character of its membership and con- 
stitution, which ia certainly a highly satis- 
factory feature." 



PUBLIC SCHOULS' WELCOME. 

Two Thonsiind Children Addressed by the 
Governor-General and Iiady Aberdeen 
at the Drill Hall. 

A solid m'\|?a of ohildron filled up the lloor 
of tho drill hull yoaterduy afternoon. They 
wore tho public school pupils, who to tho 
number of 2,000 turned out to listen to ad- 
dreasea from tho Governor-General and i ho 
Counfoaa of Aberdeen. It was not alone the 
public school childreu, for tome of the pri- 
vate achoola were ulao well roprcaontod, and 
the parents of the youngatcra wero out in 
force to aee tho procecdinga. Suoh a acuf 
fliug of email foot and fquirmicg about of 
childron made thinga look decidedly lively. 
The little folk were well behaved, too, for 
although unable to repress altogether their 
ovni flowing spirita, boya and girla became 
as (juiet aa mico when their teaohora called 
them bo order. Tho B.C.B G.A. bund had, 
too, a aoothing effect, and aarved to while 
away tho time till the vice-regal party 
appeared. 

By and by they came, the band playine 
"God Save bhe Queen " as they entered the 
hall. Hon. Col. Baker, minister of educa- 
tion. Dr. Fope, superintendent of education, 
and the Sohool Trustees met them , at the 
door, where the Countess was presented 
with a beantifal basket of flowers. Then 
when the party reached the dais littio Mies 
Murlei Henderson presented a lovely basket 
of flowers to the Countess on behalf of the 
children of the pnblio schools, and Mias 
Annie Blackburn for the children of tho 
High sohool, banded L»dy Marjorie a very 
protty boufiuot. There were on the dais 
besides the Governor-General and tho Coun- 
tess of Aberdeen, Lady Marjorie and Hon. 
Aichie Gordon, tho latter dressed in kilts, 
the Liout-enant-Governor and Mrs. Dewdney, 
bho Mayor and Mrs. Teaguo, Hon, Col. and 
Mrs. Baker, tho Bishop and Misa Perrin, 
Senator and Mrs. Mucdonald, Misa Wilaon 
Captain Erskine and Lt.-Col. Prior. 

At B signal up roso the children in a body 
and accompanied by tho band they sang the 
stirring atraina of " God Save tho Queen.' 

That fanished, a regular storm of flowers 
began to fall from all parts of tho hnll upon 
the dais — bouqueta big and small the chil 
dren threw aa if they wiahod to bury th( 
viaitora under tho fragrant shower. 

The Countess laughingly spoko to her 
little son and tho lad, who enjoyed the fun 
immenaoly, went to work with a will to 
gather up the flowera and handed them over 
to his mother. 

The Governor-General then proceeded to 
make^a very happy speech to the assembled 
children. He spoke as fcUcws : 
Your Honor, Colonel . Baker, Boys and 

Girls of the -Victoria Scholia : 
" We are delighted to have this oppor 
tucity of meeting you. Certainly you pro 
sent a fine appearance. Now I hope that 
wont make any boy or girl too conceited, 
(laughter), because after all each of you 
contributes only about one two-thousandth 
part to bhe general efToot. (Renewed 
laughter.) However the admirable result 
furnishes a good example of what may be 
done by united aotion, by combination, and 
by tho application of tho old principle that 
'many a miokle mak's a muckle.' (Moro 
laughter.) Certainly when we survey thia 
youthful host wo cannot help feeling how 
muoh valuable material is hero represented, 
and that makes us value all tho more the 
excellent system of education which is being 
carried on for the development of thia graud 
material. (Applauae. ) It ia a noble — a 
saored work. It is a work of such com- 
prehensiveness that it would be impossible 
for me here to even remind you of 
tow of the diQorenb aspects of 
this great enberprise. I ahull allude, how- 
ever, to one, of whioh I have no doubt you 
have heard a littio — I moan tho importance 
of technical or manual training. (Hour, 
hear.) I want to remind you that that is 
not merely a question of the hands — It ia 
alao a question of the head, because we can 
do no good handiwork without exercising 
our brains. Remember, thoroforc, that 
whon you are taught how to uao your honda 
you-are also being taught to uso your brains. 
A celebrated painter waa onco asked how 
ho managed to make suoh splendid pioturoa, 
and with what he mixed his colors. . Hia 
answer was, 'How do I mix myootora? — 
why, with brains.' That Is the secret of all 
good work. Wo muab bring brains and in- 
telligence to boar upon it. (Applause.) 
Don't forgot thab technical training ia of 
practical benefit, especially in a compara- 
tively young country like this, and that a 
boy or a girl equipped with suoh dignified 
acquirements, aa say carpentry or the abil- 
ity to knit and sew, has gained aocomplisb- 
monts of practical use and value. So you 
may be euro that in taking advuntago of 
your opportunities in this respect you aro 
providing a Etore upon which you oan 
draw in future years. I may men- 
bion that the present which I ro- 
coivod from my eldest boy, who is 
at school in England, on tho occasion of my 
last birthday — you soo, we old tolks huvo 
birthdays too — (laughter) was a table mado 
by himself, and I may say that I placed a 
moro than usual value upon tho present bo- 
cauae of that circumstance, and I think that 
oaoh of our ohildron in the future will make 
presents to us of things mado by themaelves. 
My hoy has bad the advantage at the sohool 
whioh be is attending — that of Harrow, in 
England— of working in the workshop estab- 
lished at that acbool. (Applause.) Before 
sitting doi^n I want to remind yon of the 
fact that-we look to you aa the nope of the 
future. That giv;e4.a new .di((nity, to .the 
work of teaohlngaDd.leamlDg)' to make a 
good scholar demands care and pains and 
patienoo on the part of tho teacher, and 
attention, thought and also patience in the

I am euro tho child- 
ren will rcniumber your kindness for many 
a long year. (Appi-u?e ) In your prcioueo 
hero ihcy cannot fail to remonibor Hor Gra- 
cious M.'jeBty tho Queen, who rules over 
this groat". Knipire of Groat liritain and who 
is BO ably rppresonted by yourselves. May 
this visit rekindle iu the minds of the child- 
roQ that spark of loyalty that already exists, 
and when they think of this oocaaion i^s 
memory cannot fail to roo-iU to them the 
long chain of empire that hinda ua to tho 
dear old Mother Country. (Applause.) On 
behalf of the publio schools of Victoria allow 
me again to thank you for your kindness, 
and I ohopo that you will long hold that position 
which you so houorably oooupy and which 
wa are sure you will continue to fill aa ably 
ia the future ua in the past." (Great ap- 
plause ) 

His Kzaellenoy, on Col. BAker resuming 
his Seat, again came fornard. 

" Your Honor, Col. B iker and friends," 
said he, " we are very grateful for these 
kindly words regarding our visit here to- 
day from Col. Baker, and I can assure you 
that we feel on our part that thanks are due 
from as to Col. Baker and to the Board of 
Education and to the Superintendent of 
Education, and to those who have orgunizid 
and arranged this great gathering, which we 
certainly shall remember with peculiar 
pleasure. I may say chat one feature of in- 
toreac which diatinguishod this oooasiun ia 
that it is the liret aiuco we arrived in Canarla 
ofTioiallv on which Lidy Abordoen has been 
induced to address an asaenibled gathering 
of children of this kind. (Applause ) Col. 
Baker was nood enough to say that 
you wou''' not altogether forgot the occuoion 
and somo of the words which have been 
said, but it may aBeiat you to have an ou- 
oasional reoBlleotion of it if aa I aliall now 
announce there are two silver medals given 
for competition, one for the various echoola 
of tho ciiy and another for the High School, 
where of course a number of the pupils who 
have been at the various public schools oon- 
tinue their eduoation. Therefore I beg to 
announce that there will bt) two silver 
medals presented by myself as long as I am 
ofBcially in this Dominion." (Great ap- 
plause. ) 

Hia Eroellency concluded by calling upon 
the assemblage to give " three rouulog, 
ringing British and British Columbia oheera 
for Her Mttjosty the Queen." 

The Hon. Col. Baker, amid tremendous 
applause from the children, then announced 
that the Countess of Aberdeen would ad- 
dress the girls. 

I am going to give you a good example 
of obedience," said the Countess, after the 
cheers which greeted her had subsided, 
"bectusel believe everybody here has to 
do exactly what Colonel Baker tells them, 
and that is why I obey without any further 
demur. -(Laughter.) But indeed I am 
very glad to have this opportunity of thank- 
ing you for that shower of flawers with which 
you greeted us when we entered, and in addi- 
tion, for the lovely baskets which I received. 
Wo thank yon very much, all df us, and my 
little girl Marjorie also thanks yon. It was 
quite anovelwoloomeandremlndsuathat this 
is indeed a very city of flowers. '(Applause. ) 
Well, children, I wonder how many times 
you have been told you ought to bo very 
thankful that you have been born when 
you were and that you enjoy all the educa- 
tional advantages which you have— so 
different to those which your anceatera had 
to put up with. You have been told that a 
good many timei-, 1 fancy, and you have 
como to thmk that it is one of thoiie Ihiugs 
which older people say as a matter of 
course ; and when struggling with a liurd 
Bum or a dillicult leuaon you think 
that you have no reason to bo ao 
very thankful for all theso cduoatioual 
advantagea after all. (Laughter.) And in- 
deed we cannot uxpect you to realize tho 
greaf ravoliiiiriii that haa taken place in the 
education of childr'.-n during llic laat twenty 
years — in the cduc.ition of children in gtin- 
oral, but eapeoially in that of girla. And y( u 
cannot at all realize what it is cuua tost iud hei u 
and to look on all of you aatcmblcd hero and 
to wonder what you arc g^ing to do with this 
ednoation and with all thuae advantages which 
you are erjiying- What good is this educa- 
tion with which your country is endowing 
you going to do you ? Ia it going to help 
you through all those storms of life which 
are so aurely before every one of you, 
dear children, however little you may think 
so now ? Is it goiog to help you, girls, to 
turn bat a generation of women able as no 
generation before to build up homes which 
shall be a blessing to the country ? For re- 
member whatever else your edaoation may 
do for its chief value must be in it fitting 
you for woman's chief mission— the build- 
ing up of home. In some way or another 
you will have something to do wikh build- 
ing up homes, and it is for that that your 
present eduoatio;i should fit you. 1: is easy 
enough to boat tho boys in getting prlz.s and 
medals,"— and then turning to the boys, 
" the girls beat you at all the examinations, 
don't they hoya 'i " (Laughter and a ohorua 
of " No's. ") " But what wo want is some 
thing more than that you should oome out 
first in your olaeaea. It ia that you should 
1)0 fitted for tlio great miaaion that lies be- 
fore you. Ydur country ia not sending you 
to school juBt to learn aomuchgoography.hia- 
tory or arithmetic, but also to acquiio that 
knowledge of life, that training, that power 
of self control and application which will 
enable you to serve your day and genera- 
tion. Shu oxpectB you to give hor a life of 
sorvico in your trades, your professions, 
your homes. Your country oxptcta great 
things of you, and wo are glad to bo hero to 
give you our beat wishes that you may be 
enabled to take full advantage of all the op- 
portunities which you have now. And if 
-we want to knov whether yon are going to 
be able to do this great torvloo expected of 
you how shall we look for the slgna 'i Shall 
wo not look for them in atoertalning whether 
the children of this generation are doing the 
service expected of them aa children? We 
forget very often that children have a special 



mia^ioa of their jwn— wo talk na if it waa for 
tho f u ! era onl V which they were beins prt • 
pa-iicl aud tr '^jnej^ whereas they have a great: 
niiHsiiin ih- ^umelvea ut thopresfot time which 
only oliil jr„[j oau perform. Yon know th 
young juiople .rn out, into life generally with 
high Aopea,— thinking that everything is go 
'n';, to prosper and go well with them, and 
'jhorishing very often high ideala of what 
they may be able to accomplish ; but as time 
goes on there come worries and diSoultiea, 
and things no longer seem so easy, and people 
are apt Eo drift into doing and thinking 
like everyone else, taking a less standard; 
.then it is that the mission of the 
ohlldron comes in — God sends children 
into our homes to do what only chil- 
dren can, bring aunahine into those homes, 
to restore our faith in God and man 
and make us feel that there iu some- 
thing worth living for in trying to make tho 
world bettor for thoao children. But then, 
children must be real children, their special 
mission can only bo accomplished by brighf, 
natural, ni^deat, childlike children. (Ap- 
plause.) When wo go along the streets and 
atop to watch somo children play- 
ing — playing fairly, and being kind to 
tho little ones — going with oil their hearts 
into their game, it makes you feel ever eo 
much better. But if wo see them rough 
and playing unfairly you come away feeling 
sad. If we go into a homo and see the 
children doing all they can to please their 
father and mother, on tho alert to be of any 
littio uoo they can —ready to give a bright 
smile and a pleasant, reepeolful answer to 
anyone who may apeak to them — it 
does us all g^cd to ace children like that. 
(Applause.) And when you meet such 
children, whether in their homes or on the 
street, and they greet you with a bright 
smile and cnurteoua salutation, it makes you 
feel tho world a bright place. And if you go 
into a school and see all the children looking 
bright and noat and tidy, and their books 
and copy-books neat and tidy, paying 
great a^.teutlan to what is said, fasten- 
ing their oyes on their teaoher or upon who- 
ever may bo speaking to them, you feel a 
great hope fur tho future and come away 
with your heart ohcered. And the same 
thing applies as regards church. Children 
can be of great use or a great trouble in a 
church— I will say this altbougb I see His 
Lordship the Bishop is hare, {k bugb.) A 
child who is Inattentive in church some- 
times upsets a great many of the congrega- 
tion, whereas a child who tries hard lo fol- 
low the service cin be a real help even some- 
times to the preacher. You see you have a 
great mission to perform now in filling 
your homes, your schools, wherever you 
are, with sunahine. The sunshine of gentle, 
kindly, bright, obedient children will, 
with your good behavior, enablo ycu 
to send us away cheered, because in 
spite of having bad to wait here 
for some time in an uncomfortable position, 
you are ao bright looking that you will send 
uH all away with cheery hearts. (Applause.) 
You are doing more than that 
now — you will make ua think that 
the teachers are teachers who know 
how to train the children. (Hear, hear 
and appl'iuse ) Before I ait down, children, 
I want to say one thing more, and that is to 
give you a messagefrom my littio girl. Wo 
want to toll you that wo are very, very 
pleased to have received some letters from 
some children in Vancouver island ad 
dreasod to a small boy called " Wee Willie 
Winkle." We are very pleased to know that 
he haa penetrated ao far weat, and we ahould 
liko to get aome more lettera not only from 
children in Victoria, but throughout thia 
island generally, telling us about their 
homes and their pets and all their 
doings, and trying to win some of our 
competitions. If you would like, I will send 
some oopioa of "Wee Willie SVinkie " to 
your schools in case any more of you wish 
to write to it. His Excellency, you know, 
is proprietor of that magazine, and when we 
receive ifae competition papers we very often 
call la the proprietor to help ns to judge, 
but sometintjH we don't becanse we know he 
is Inclined to be toogeneronsand to give too 
many prizes, but at all events it enables him 
to see these lettera and to nnderstand some' 
thing about the bome.Iife. of /the children 
throngbont the Dominion, which Is very 
pleasant. So we.hope yon will send ns aome 
more letters addressed to "Wee Willie, 
Government House, Ottawa." Thank you, 
children, for having listened so attentively, 
and mind you remember to be the true 
sunbeams of Victoria." (Tremendous ap- 
p'.au".'.) 

" Now, I have a resolution to propose," 
said the Governor-General. "I wish to 
niovo that those in charge of the educa- 
tional department bo authorizad to grant a 
public holiday in all tho public aoliools at 
the earliest opportunity." 

Thia the youngatera received wi'h shouts 
of glee and laughter, and upon His Excel- 
lency Duiting the (|u-.atlon a tremendous 
" aye " v^eut up.

UNPATRIOTIC GROAKIXG. 

The organ of the Uppoaition in thia city 
has at latt reproduced part of Mr. Wilaon'i 
blue rn!n article on Canada. W e are a little 
aorprisod that it haa been so slow in repro 
ducing an article tliat waa written with the 
express intention of injuring the credit of 
Canada in Great JJritain. Tho Halifax 
Cbroniolo has keen more than a week ahead 
of it. la ita zeal in the oauae of Gritiam 
oooling T 

Nothing pleaaes your true green Grit 
better than to have aomething to say against 
his own country. No matter who runa 
Canada down, whether he ia an English 
man, an American, or a Frenchman, 
the zealona Grit ia eayier to repeat what be 
SityB and to do hia beat to lead the world to 
believe that it is in every sense true, 
'wnen the Victoria Times publishes Mr. 
Wilson's tirade, it only acta after ita kind. 
If Canada could bo killed by tho depreoiu 
tiou and detraction of Canadian Grits it 
would long ago have been a mined oountiy. 
But it is not ruined nor is it on the road to 
ruin. It ia, In spite of the howlers of the 
bine ruin party, a proaperous country and 
the proppoct is tliafc it will continue to pros- 
per. 

The best answer to Wilson's jeremiad ia 
the success of the Finance Minister's loan 
So little efTeot bad Mr. Wilaon'a article, 
baoked up a'a it waa by the London D ally 
Chronicle, that when he pub hia loan on the 
market five times aa nmeli an ho needed, and 
at uncommonly liif^li ratea, waa subBoribed, 
If Britiah capitalists placed any faith in the 
lamentation in tlin Investors' Koviow thia 
would not have been the case, liut the 
moneyed men of the Old Country Icnow that 
the oroftker ia everywhere and that he ia 
wonderfully long-lived. Ho has flourished 
in Groat liritain . from time immemorial, 
There has nob been a generation for many 
hundred yeara in which there have not boon 
men protending to bo wiser and 
more far-aeeing than their oontempqr 
ariea who hi»ve predicted the speedy 
downfall of the nation. The peculiar vision 
of these unfortunate men perverted almoat 
everything they saw into an indication of 
speedy decay, lint tlio nation haa grown 
and prospered in apibo of the predictions in 
proae and verse of tbeae ditmal propbeat. 

The national debt iiaa been a favorite 
theme of the oroakera. No nation, they 
declared, could carry tbe debt which the 
British Government waa piling up and live. 
Thoy have liad the nation ruined by compu- 
tation hundreds of times. ^Vilaon is a mem- 
ber of thia tribe, Ho seea only one aide of the 
auoount, and keeps adding and adding until 
ho provea to hia own satisfaction, and also 
to tho aatiafaoUon of tho Victoria Times, 
tbali tho people of Canada can never 



baar up under the load of debt which they 
are retiuirod to carry. When all tho debts 
of tho country, federal, provincial, munici- 
pal and railway are added up the total is 
£86,000.000, or JEl? a 'head of the popula- 
tion. Seventeen pounda sterling ia, rongly, 
§85, This, it Mr. Wilson's calculations are 
correct, ia what Canadians owe por head, 
principitlly to British investors. Tbii< 
sounds largo, and is intended to scare timid 
people. But when the Canadian debt all 
told ia opm pared with the debts of other ool> 
onies, it appeara to be exceedingly light. 
Here are the per capita debta of tho Aus- 
tralian coloniua :

Mr. Wilaon'a figuroa sink into inaignifi- 
oanco when compared with these. It must not 
be forgotten' that all the debt that Wilson 
with hia talent for addition could rake and 
aoraps together ia included in tho eighty- 
five dollars. The net national debt of Can- 
ada por head amounts now to not m&ro than 
§48 71, and it ia decruaaing both as to bur- 
don and amount. At ita highest tiguro tho 
debt per capita of Canada, waa $50. 15. 

Our readera see that Mr. Wilaon failed 
signally in his attempt to aoare British oupi- 
taliata, and hia feeble Grit eoho, tbe Tiroop, 
will not, wo imagine, be more auccoaaful in 
raising a panic in British Columbia. This 
will no doubt disappoint it. It will get very 
little sympathy in ita diaappointment. The 
croaker whose prediotiona are falsified by tho 
event ia too absurd a creature to be pitied, 
and in thia case the want of patriotism in 
the croakor makes the absurdity utterly 
despicable. 

NOT LAOROSSa. 

Nothing can be more' unsportsmanlike 
than rjuibblicg and litlgioua squabbling 
" A fair field and no favor" ia tho true 
sportsman's motto. Ho despisoa trickery of 
every kind and he scorns to take an unfair 
advantage of a rival. It was unfortunate 
that the contest for the lacrosse champion 
ship waa not decided on Saturday, the SOch 
ult. lb ia not for na to say who was to 
blame for the delay that prevented the 
match being played to a finish on that after- 
noon before dark.butitis evidenttbat all pro- 
ceedings of tho Asaociationsubaequenttotbat 
date should be carried on in tho fairest and 
mostopen way possible. Nothing should be 
done to deprive the 'Viotoria team of the 
advantage it had fairly gained. Doe notice 
should have been given them of any decision 
arrived at, and tho members should have tbe 
opportunity of being represented at the 
meeting of the association in which tbe mat- 
ter in dispute waa deliberated upon. Com- 
mon aanae and common fairneaa required 
thia. It did aeem singular to have a day 
appointed to finish the match without con- 
sulting the Victoria team, and it appears a 
groat deal more singular to see the Weatmin- 
ster team repair to tho Vancouver lacrosse 
ground at a date in which the Viotoria 
team had no voice in determining, and coolly 
claiming the championship because the Vio- 
toria team did not do what they never oon- 
seiited to do, ond what, under tho circum- 
BtanccH, It waa impossible for thorn to do. 
It waa understood thut the championahip 
waa to have been gained by pleiy. On the 
afternoon ot Saturday, Ootober 20, the Vio- 
toria team had gained the auperiority by 
play, bub ib oannot be said that on last 
Saturday that superiority was taken from 
them by play of any kind. It is not necoa- 
aary just now to characterize tho means that 
wore resorted to to get tbe name of winning 
the lacrosse ohampionship. It waa certainly 
not lacrosse. 



THJB U. 8. BLBOTIOm. 

Elections are being held to-day for ropre- 
eentativea to Congreas in every State of the 
Union except Maine, Oregon and Vermont. 
These States have already elected their 
representativea. There are also eleotiona for 
State offioiaia in many of the States. Cali- 
fornia, for instance, electa a full list of State 
ollioora, to servo four yeors, and a State 
Legialaluro. Thia Logialaturo is to elect a 
Senator in place of tho late Leiand Stanford. 
The people of tho State are also to vote 
upon nine amendmeota to the State const! 
tution — to eatabliah an educational qualifi- 
cation for the suffrage ; to empower f.bo 
Legislature to create now counties ; to ex 
empt from taxation fruit and nut treea under 
four years of age, and grape vinos under 
three years of age ; to empower tho Legis 
lature to provide for tbe disposition of real 
estate hereafter acquired by aliens, th 
title to lands now held by such not being 
disturbed ; to permit city and county gov 
ernments to bo merged under general laws ; 
to reorganize tho State Board of Equalization, 
making it conaiat of tho State Controller 
and one member for eaoh of the eight con- 
gressional dlatriota of the State ; to exempt 
property used for free public libraries and 
muaouma from taxation ; to add the Pres- 
ident and I'rofeuBor of Pedagogy of tlio Uui- 
voraity of California to tho State Board of 
I'Muoatioii, and to iccroaao tho pay of mem- 
bers of the Legislature to $1,U00 for the ses- 
sion of aixty daya, the preaent pay being 
eight doUara a day. 

The reader will see from this Hat of con- 
atitulioual umendmenta that there is u very 
material difi'iironoe betwton tho powera 
of State Lcgialaturea in the United 
States and tho powera of Provincial 
Legislatures in the Dominion. The Pru 
vinbial Leglalaturea of Canada have power 
to mako every one of the changes thut it 
rc(|uirGa an amendment of the Constitution 
of California to empower ita Loglalaturo to 
eiroct. A Canadian Provincial Legialaturo 
can alter the aulTrage, can exempt any prop- 
erty it sees fit from taxatlon,'oan enact laws 
for munlolpallties, can make any alter- 
ation iu the maohinory of the Provinoial 
Government it may think necessary,, and it 
can even add to or take from the pay of 



membera of tho Legislature without any 
eapeolal appeal to the people. In New 
York there is to be a vote on amendments 
to the State Constitution — the supproaaioD 
of gambling being one of them. 

It is generally admitted that in all the 
Northern, Weatorn and Northwestern 
States tho RcpublicauB will prevail, ond 
that tho South with the exception, perhaps, 
of Louisiana, will be eolld -fdr the Demo- 
crata. Ilie Populist vote ia a disturbing 
element in the calculations of the politicians. 
Ib was said, until very lately, that the 
Populist party had become much weaker 
than it waa two yeara ago. But it bus 
devetopod atrength lately in an unexpected 
way and in nnexpeoted places, and the 
political oalonlatora do not now apeak nearly 
80 confidently about it as they did a few 
months, or even weeks ago. 

NEWFOUNDLAND POUTIGS. 

There ia likely to be still another compli- 
cation in tho Nowfoundlund political situa- 
tion. Aa our readera know, many of tho 
majority at tho last general election gained 
their seats by bribery and corruption. They 
also know that tbe courts unseated and dis- 
qualified so many of the members and aup- 
porters of tho Govornnient that ita large 
majority beciimo an inaignilicant minority. 
Tho Opposition then put in a claim to direct 
the affairs of the colony, and the olaim was 
allowed by tho Governor. Tho Good- 
ridge Government, who were really a 
minority government, were duly in 
stalled in odioo. Thoy had no money 
to carry on tho government, and for want 
of a quorum In tho legislature they could not 
carry a supply bill, but they by a device of 
more than questionable constitutionality 
collected duties on the tariff which was 
constitutionally dead. As the elections went 
on the Government wore so successful aa to 
win aoata enough to give them a majority, 
and then everything was lovely. They made 
regular everything that) they had done ir- 
regularly, and the Government -maohibery 
moved with tolerable smoothness and regu- 
larity. But all their diffionities are not over. 
The Government have been lately defeated 
in tho bye-elootions, and the Indications are 
that the W hiteway party will before the elec- 
tions are over have a majority in the House 
of Assembly. Mr. Goodridge will then be 
where he was immediately after the general 
election. What will he then do ? and what 
will the Governor do ! Will tho Leader of 
the Government then try to retain power in 
the face of an adverse majority, or will the 
Governor accede to the demand of the 
Whiteway party and dissolve tbe House t 
Thia ia what they wanted him to do when 
they found that it was likely that the courts 
would convert their majority Into a minori- 
ty, bub he would not listen to their advice. 
When thoy hove an undoubted majority In 
tbe Legislature the caae will bo different, 
and ib Is not probable that he will act 
either irregularly or unoonatitutlonally. 

The reason why the Whiteway party 
propose to demand a dissolution is that as 
soon as the dissolution takes place the 
members unaeated by the Courts will ceaae 
to be (lipquilitied. Every member who was 
unseated was, if we recollect right, also dis- 
qualified. The disqualification, however, 
according to the terms of the election law, 
continued only until a dissolution of the 
Houao ia proolaimed. When that takis 
place tho old members are all eligible for 
election to the next House of Assembly. Sir 
William Whiteway and most of his colleagues 
In the late Government are among tho 
disqualified, and it la not likely that the 
Whitewayitea would undertake to form a 
Government in which none of their leaders 
could have a seat. 

Tho case of Newfoundland ia exceedingly 
intereating. Mr. Goodridge and hii Gov- 
ernment played for high stakes, for their 
proceedings partook far more of the natnro 
of gambling than of political action aa ib is 
generally understood. Thoy took great riisUe 
and were winning for a time, but the game 
has apparently gone against them at last, 
and it remains to be seen how they will 
bear their bad Inok. Will they throw up 
tbe cards and take their ohances in a fresh 
deal, o; will they resort to some new device 
to secure their winnings ? 

NOT HUMOROUS AT ALL. 

Tho Times seems to think it very funny 
that the Montreal Star, tho Winnipeg Nor'- 
Wester and the Victoria Colo.si.st should 
agree in their estimate of the Hon. Mr. 
Lanrier'a speeches. There does not appear 
to us anything homorons about the agree- 
ment. The Times has no doubt aeeu that 
there are many more papora than thoee wo 
have named who have expreeaed preciaely 
the same opinion of tho nature ond value of 
Mr. Laurier'a Western and Northwestern 
orations. The names of tbe Montreal 
Gazette, the Toronto Empire and the Bran- 
don Mail occur to us at the moment, ond 
there nro many others, wo have no doubt, 
who liavo oomo to tho same oonoluaion with 
regard to them but do nob think ib ox- 
podionb to say what they think.

board hold yesterday it waa decided to givo 
Mr. R. J. Hawkey, tho retiring principal of 
tho Spring Ridge school, a testimonial of his 
ability and general good conduct; later rn 
in the evening the board in committee of the 
whole named . Mr. J. N. Muir to succeed 
Mr. Hawkey as principal of the Spring 
Ridge school, hia duties to commence on the 
loth instant. 

Ciymnuaium matters coming up for con- 
aiiioruliou it waa decided to refer tho scv- 
orai icndorafor mattreasea to the supply com- 
mittee, they being onipoworod to award the 
contract to tho lowest tenderer for wool. A 
reply was ordered sent to gymoaauim in- 
structor St. Clair, who had addressed 
tho board by letter on tho subj-ict, 
that ho will not be allowed to take private 
pupils while acting in tho poaition of t'ym- 
uaalic inatruotor of tho public achoola. It 
wua further decided to allow tho teachera, 
an well aa their pupild, to rocoivo athletic in- 
atruction and to allow tho uae of tho uym- 
niiflum by the children of the North Ward 
and South Park schools, as well as tfaoae of 
I he Central. Trustees Lo veil, Saunders and 
Lewis were appointed a gymnasium com 
mittee, the power being delegated' to them 
to make rules for the government of the use 
of the building and apparatus, and for In- 
Etrucior St. Clair'a guidance. 

The aupply committee had referred to 
thorn the matter of repairs to the Victoria 
West school, in which they are to act as it 
may seem to them best, 'fhe finance com- 
mittee were requested to give prompt at- 
tention to the accounts in oonnection with 
tho reception of the Governor-General and 
Lady Aberdeen, which wore passed for pay- 
ment. The matter of lire escapes at the 
schools will be considered and reported 
upon by Trustees Lewis and Glover, who 
were named as a special oommittee for this 
purpose.

Whether tho govern- 
ment will aiFord them protection ia ex- 
tremely doubtful, but it ia uudoralood that 
they will lemain in tho vicinity of rho lino 
until the reaorvation is opened with the viow 
of taking poaaesatpn and defending the 
property by toroe in the event of interfor- 
enoe by jumpers.

BEFOBM OF THE LOBDS. 

Conservatives Bequest Information as to 
Tlielr Iicadera' Policy— Comraeut 
on Salisbury's Speoeli. 

Lo.VDON, Nov. .'!. — Lord Salisbury 'a shirk- 
ing of the task of formulating a sohonio for 
the reform of the Lords while admitting 
that a rooonatruotion of that body ia advis- 
able, is a theme of general regret on the 
part of the Oonaervative press. Tho ex- 
planation of the ox-Prcmior'a retioenoe 
accepted in Unionist cirulos ia that his ad- 
dress being made only forty-eight hours 
after that of Lord Rosobery he did not have 
time to oonault with hia colleagues aa to an 
alternative programme. Right Hon. Arthur 
Bjklfour (has promiaod to address tho Con- 
servatives of Nowottstle on November 13 if 
his health will permit. Tho unanimity of 
tho demand of the party that thoy be given 
eomo advice on the loadera' policy in regard 
to tho House of Lords ia ao complete and 
well grounded that Mr. liilfour must be 
more explicit than waa Lord Saliabury or 
leave tlio country convinced that tho 
TorioB are prepared to fight to tho tod for 
all tho privileges of the Peers. Among tho 
Unioniats soveral propoaitiona are being de- 
bated, including one of tho appoint meot of 
u oeleet conimitteo of the House of Lorda to 
conaidsr if chaiigoa can bo made that would 
promote tho tllicienoy of tho upper house. 

Tho MuCarthyittu, though chagrined by 
tho proepofl of a prolonged atruggie over the 
Houao of Lorda (juealion poaipouiug all 
conaidortttioua of heme rule, generally ac- 
cept tho KDvernment plan ua eventually tho 
Bureati nisvd by which to reaul\ iheir 
goal. Tho clamor of tho Kodmoud- 
ites that homo rule must remain in 
front of all other issues ia uot supported by 
a single practical suggestion as to how this 
ia to enable Ireland to attalh tho'main ohjeot 
of tho nationalists. Mr. , John Dillon, 
speaking afc Mullinahone, voided the opinion 
of n majority of the Irish party when he 
a»id : " We would be madmen and traitors 
to tho oduaa i{ we refused to give all tho 
aaaiatance in our power to help tho radicals 
of l<'ingland to break t^e poijvbr of tho House 
of Lords, which throughoab generations has 
been the bitterest .enemy to the Iriah 
people." 

Advioea received from Lord Bandolph 
Churchill, who is now in Amerioa, state 
that hia condition has beoome worse aince 
reaching the United States, and is now such 
that he needs constant attendancr. He will 
not retutn to England until Juno. 

DiaoIoanreB made during tho past week 
that certain members of tho London county 
oouncit, who are uleo prominent In tho runka 
of the social purity loogue, have been 
financing obeouro papers at the expense of 
the ratepayers, have caused a shock to the 
public and given tho opponents of tho accial 
purity movoniont a ohanco to aay that 
" Purilyit*," *' Progressive " and " Hood- 
ler " are aynonymoua. The purity league ia 
about to try to close the sittings of divorce 
courts to the public and to procure tho 
enactment of a law providing that all actlona 
for separation or divoroo shall be heard in 
camera. 

The foreign office has notified the Japan- 
ese government that it must aaaume the rr- 
sponsibility of the ainking of the Britith 
ateamer Kow Shing.

A Coming- Era of Great Prosperity— 
Hallway Commuuicatiou 
a Necessity. 



Mr. S. A. Rogers, senior M.P.I'. ■elect for 
Cariboo, arrived down from I^irkorvillo cn 
Sunday night, and ia registered at the Vic 
toria. Speaking of the progroea of thu dia- 
trict immediately BttrroUDdiog B*rkervillo, 
Mr. R ifiera says that the output of gold 
from thu hydraulic olaims has been equal to, 
if not a little in advance of, that of former 
ycara. In the matter of prospooting now- 
ground and the introduction of new capital, 
however, there has been a very large and 
roost aatisfaotory inoreaae. Through the 
promotion of Mr. Cbaa.. Law, Chsoago capi- 
tal haB been aeoared for the purpoae of 
working ground on Willow river, extending 
half a mile either way from the mouth of 
Mocquicn creek, and Mr. Laird, the ohiof of 
the syndicate, with hia family, has been tor 
Honin tinio resident on tho ground, Mr. 
Laird personally Buperintendlng the progress 
of tho work. By means of an elliptical drill, 
ono of tho kind used for sinking artesian 
« ells, a portion of tho ground at the mouth

.Sine.) this wua aeceiiiplished, the neceasary 
ma hiiiery for aiukiiig a working shaft, has 
1) on purclmaed and placed in poaition, and 
liouaea built for the workmen. Fourteen 
nun are employed, and it ia intended to 
work three shifts and roach bedrtck aa 
(|uicklya8 poaiiblo. In the opinion of every- 
one connected with or having knowledge of 
tho property it ia fully believed thai big pay 
will be obtained. This will furniah an in- 
ducement f jr developing other ground aimi- 
1 krly located, and of thia there ia plenty to 
occupy the attention of many oompaniea. 
One Buooessful result will bo the means of 
atartleg other prcjocts to tho same isauo. 

What ia known ua the Whittior prejict, 
that of working the Willianis creek ground, 
from tho lower end of tho Ballarat claim 
upwards, baa also made progress. Varioua 
propertiea havo been bonded and a per- 
centage of the paymenta agreed upon paid 
to the owners Tho leaaes of tho several 
claims have been renewed, imd il is under- 
stood that active development will begin at 
the earlieat moment next aoaaoD. Mr. Cox, 
tfae Engiiah agent, who inquired into the 
value of the property, it is utiderstood was 
more than aitisfied, the prospeoting proving 
that over 25 cents per yard waa the average 
pay to be secured from the ground. 

The Slough Creek Co. 'a properly, which 
In Mr. Rogers' opinion ia oce of the most 
promising mines in Cariboo, has been con- 
siderably developed. Work has been tem- 
porarily suspended In sinking tho shaft to 
await tne ariival ef mC-e powerful pump- 
Ing machinery. Of thia some has already 
reached the mine and tho remainder is on 
the way. ItwillbopUoed in poaition im- 
mediately and work begun on a b tter basis 
than heretofore. In tho opinion of several 
mining engineers who havo visited the 
ground, tho Slough Creek Company will ob- 
tain an abundance of gold whsn they reach 
bed-rock. 

A new ground for hydraulic purposes waa 
dissovered during tho summer on Big |Val- 
ley creek, a stream entering into Willow 
river, and hitherto left unprospeoted. P. 
C. Dunlevy, and others have bonded 
the property from its original lo- 
itora, Menra. O. Isaacs, E. Cockle 
and A. Johnaton, and will thoroughly 
(.roapeoi the gronnd.

The old Eleven of EogUnd 
claim has been re-looated by local miners 
who will proceed to work it. 

In the Queanelle Forka diatriot a great 
deal of work has been done in the opening 
up of hydraulic claims. The Cariboo claim, 
managed by Mr. Ilobson for a wealthy 
company, haa been piping continually 
ainco the teat waah-up somo months ago 
The wash-up for tho Reason was tn begin 
yoKterday — the ,^th. Niiiiiorou.'i otlier hy- 
draulic and drifting claims have been 
worked, and tho output of gold from tl:ia 
division will bo a largo increane over that cf 
laat year. I'roBpecliiig on both forka of the 
river huH been t .xtenaivc ly carried on, and 
the inilicatioua are that every promiaing 
claim will receive attention next year, The 
Introduction of onpilal from such uourcoa us 
thoEfi which ore working tho Cariboo and 
tho Victoria Hydraulic Companies' proper- 
ties is a very satiafaotory feature of this 
year's progress. On the main Quesnello 
several companiea are prospecting ground. 
Tho government are aiding the work of de- 
velopment by, building in a wagon road from 
Queanelle mouth up tho river, tho prospocta 
obtained justifying this expenditure. 

The Hursi lly region ia alao'reoeiving much 
ai:tention. The HoreeQy company have ex- 
pended large soma in bringing in water, 
and jiipiiig has been under way foraome time 
pant, Otliorpropertiea havo alsobcon worked. 
I'roBpecting haa been carried on in the Goat 
river region.

There 
aro without doubt many crocks cariyiog 
gold which will repay invcatig.it ion, and the 
intoreat which has been evinced in tlie Cari- 
boo placers thia year ia good evidcinco that 
during tho following yeara every corner of 
tho district will bo visited. 

With railway communication Mr. Uogora 
is confident that mining dovelnpinoiit and 
gold production In Cariboo will aatoniah the 
moat sanguine of Its friends. That tho dia- 
triot would repay the building of u railway 
ia admitted without question by all having 
a knowledge of its mining wealth, without 
taking into oonsidoration the groat slretohcs 
of agricultural and grazing lands which aro 
awaiting the farmer and atock-raigor. It is 
the deareat hope of Mr. Rogers and all 
oihera In hia diatriot to witness the entrance 
of the iron hone of oommeroe and develop- 
ment into the region where they have apent |
